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DECORATED CONCRETE BLOCK 



CLAIMS 



1. A decorated concrete block, characterized by 
being made of concrete charged into a mold form composed 

10 of a synthetic resin foamed body, including a hollow 
concrete block or a solid concrete block the outside shape 
of which is in conformity with the outside shape of the 
decorated block and which is coupled with and fixed to the 
rear surface thereof, having an outside shape formed in a 

15 building pattern for permitting the decorated block to be 
built zigzag, and having a grain pattern, which is formed 
by transferring the grain pattern of the foamed grains of 
the mold form, onto the front surface thereof. 



20 wherein a stepped portion acting as a joint is formed on 
the entire outer peripheral edge of the front side of the 
decorated block. 

3 . A decorated concrete block according to claim 1, 
wherein concrete reinforced with fibers such as glass 

25 fibers, nylon fibers, and the like is used as the concrete.
